JAPAN TO RETALIATE? 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington. D. C., May 6—[Special.)— 
There is no longer any concealment of the 
fact that the relations of the United States 
and Japan are on the eve of a crisis. 

Immediately after the arrival of Secretary 
Bryan jn Washington on Thursday the Japa- 
nesé ambassador, in accordance with in- 
structions from his government, will lodge 
an emphatic protest against the bill passed 
by the California legislature. This protest 
will be supported by a legal statement show- 
ing wherein the measure infringes the exist- 
ing treaty between the two governments. 

If the protest be not heeded by the admin- 
istration, Japan will ‘retaliate by refusing to 
participate in the San Frandleco exposition, 
ar.d perhaps by a boycott on American goods. 
Naturally thie will lead to reprisals on the 
part of the American pedpie, Thus a 
strained aituation is impending, which, it is 
feared, eventually may have consequences of 
a sinister character.

(CALIFORNIA ASSEMBLY HITS 


JHE HIGH COST OF LIVING. 


Passes Bill Penalizing Any Person or 
Dorporation Which Destroys Food- 
Stuff in Restraint of Trade. 


Sacramento, Cal., May 6.—Assemblyman 
‘Roberts’ “high cost of living bill was 
passed unanimously today by the assembly. 

The measure, which is eleven lines long, 
makes it unlawful “for any person to de- 
stroy any animal vegetable, or other stuffs, 
in restraint of trade, which are customary 
food for human beings and are in fit and 
sanitary condition to be used as such.“ 
This bill is almed at the practice of de- 
gtroying food products in order to keep up 
the market price,“ said Mr. Roberts. “Shi- 
ma, the Japanese potato king, who controls 
ithe California market, is reported to have 
thrown thousands of sacks of potatoes into 
the river when a plentiful crop threatened to 
push the price down below the point to which 
his control of the market had enabled him 
to boost it in previous seasons.“

AUTHORITIES DEMAND PEACE. 


Mine Policemen Injured in Riots at 


Syracure, N. ¥.—Several Building La- 
borers May Die of Wounds. 


Syracuse, N. T., May 6.—Determined efforts 
are being made here tonight to settle the 
strike of building laborers, which today de- 
veloped a series of riots in which twenty- 
five persons, nine of them policemen, were 
wounded. 

The strike started last Thursday, when the 
demand of 2.500 laborers and hod carriers for 
increased wages was rejected. 

The strikers, mostly foreigners, have pa- 
raded the streets daily, and this morning 500 
attempted to force workmen from a struc- 
ture in front of the Cathedral of the Immac- 
ulate Conception, in the heart of the city. 
*Policemen and a fire company were rushed 
te the scene and were greeted with a volley 
of bricks, stones, and clubs. The police, to 
frighten the strikers, fired their revolvers in 
the air, but when the rioters continued their 
charge the officers fired at the strikers, in- 
juring a number. The police took twenty- 
five prisoners, ten of whom were hurt, three 
scriously. 


ROADS WILL BE ELECTRIFIED, 


Diet Appropriates Money to Change Mo- 
tive Power of Berlin’s Suburban 
Transportation Lines. 


BERLIN, Germany, May 6.—Electrifica- 
tion of the suburban railroads of Berlin, 
which has been under discussion for several 
years, has been aesured by action in the 
upper house of the Prussian diet, which has 
voted $6,250,000 for beginning the work.

The Chicago plan, he said, ‘was wrong, de- 
cause it was copied after the Parisian plan. 

“You say you admire Paris, Munich, and 
Berlin,.“ said Dr. Hegemann. You should 
change your ideas of what to admire. The 
European city plans are made absolutely 
without regard to transportation. No plan 
is worthy of admiration which does not con- 
sider carefully rapid transit, which does 
not take the people away from their work 
out into the air of the country. 


Cites London as Model. 

London is the first example of the right 
kind of city planning. After the great fire 
of London the people refused to live in the 
central part of the city. They used it only 
for their business. They built cities out 
from the center. Now the city extends in a 
radius of fifty miles in every direction from 
the center. 

That ie the idea most prevalent in Amer- 
fea when European plans are not copied. 
Cities like Paris or Berlin, where business 
and home are toa large extent still crowded 
together in a limited area, are unfit for imi- 
tation. That is why I don't approve of the 
Chicago plan, which is Parisiah in idea. 
City planning should be outward. If one 
part is ugly get away from it. Go to the 
outskirts and make a beautiful city there. 
Leave the ugly part alone. Only get clear 
about the transportation problem. Any plan 
which does not settle that is merely 5 o’ clock 
tea conversation.” ' 

Assails Subway Plan. 

Henry C. Wright of New York, formerly an 
investigator of the traction question for the 
City club of New York, asserted that no city 
could afford a subway. 

“A subway is not the proper solution of 
the transportation problem,“ he said. “It 
is too costly. The cost is between $2,000,000 
and $3,000,000 a mile and sometimes even 
higher than that. That means interest of 
Uniess there ts fearful con- 
gestion the subway won't pay. 

1 don’t mean Chicago or New York or 
other cities should have no subway. The 
luxury of a downtown subway has to be 
grarted. But get out of the ground te 
cheaper transportation as soon as possible. 
I don’t know how soon in Chicago you can 
get out if you have a downtown subway. 
The health of your residents and the general 
living conditions will be much better without 
any outlying subway. 

“If Chicago could properly solve its rail- 
road problem it would have the best rapid 
transit of any city in the world.”

The cry of the people is for 
home rule, for self-government, for individ- 
ual inftiative. 

The people have a right to make mistakes 
and then hasten to correct them. They sei- 
dom make them twice. 

“The initiative and referendum fe the 
greatest boon of the age. It recognizes the 
fact that the people are the sole source of all 
political. power, and whether it comes today 
or tomorrow it cannot much longer be de- 
layed.

Alschuler for the Measure. 

Samuel Alschuler of Aurora, speaking for 
the initiative and referendum, said: 

This proposition does not interfere with 
representative government, but supplements 
and strengthens it. It enables the people to 
expect and require a more responsive legis- 
lature. The growing popular distrust of 
legislative bodies is an alarming condition 
which, unless checked, must result disas- 
trously to the country. The initiative and 
referendum is well calculated to remove this 
distrust by assuring the people cf their ulti- 
mate power to correct legislative improprie- 
ties and inaugurate legisiation.

OGHES NUBAR PASHA, son of that 
celebrated oriental statesman who, of 
Armenian birth, was the prime minis- 
ter of Khedives Ismail and Tewfk 
and on several occasions regent of 

Egypt during their absence In Europe, is at 
present in London for the purpose of making 
preliminary arrangements for a congress of 
Armenians to draft a statement to be sub- 
mitted to the great powers. 

Nubar and his fellow leaders of the Arme- 
nian race lay great stress upon Sir Edward 
Grey's recent statement in the house of com- 
mons that the two cardinal points of Great 
Britain's policy are the territorial integrity 
of Turkey in Asia and the sdivency of the 
Ottoman empire. 

What they have in view ia not the creation 
of an independent Armenian kingdom. They 
are perfectly satisfied to remain under Turk- 
ish rule provided they can obtain a guaran- 
tee of reforms, 


— 

They revive with cértain changes the pro- 
posals made by the British, French, and Rus- 
sian governments in 1805, the chief of which 
is the appointment of a European Chrietian 
governor by the porte on the nomination of 
the powers and guarantees by the powers of 
administrative measures on the part of Tur- 
key to secure justice for the Armenians 
against the Kurds. * 

They pomt out that the future capacity of 
Turkey to discharge its financial obligations 
to Europe depends largely upon the economic 
development of Armenia, which is the most 
active trading and industrial communit 
under the Turkish flag. ; 

In this movement Nubar is supported by 
the big and influential Armenian colonies in 
France, in England, and in Egypt, as well 
as by the members of hie race at Constanti- 
nople, where they play a notable role in the 
haute finance and in all commercial and in- 
dustrial enterprises.

Moreover, the Italian government insists 
that no matter whether the yaintings de- 
come the property of the National gallery or 
of Sir Henry and Lady Layard s heirs, they 
cannot leave Venice, or rather I should gay 
the Italian kingdom, owing to the terms of 
the Pasca law. 

Meanwhile the entire collection of pictures 
has been removed by the governmental au- 
thorities at Venice from the Cappello palace 
to the City museum, where they are placed 
under the care of Sigt Fogolari. the director 
of the royal galleries of painting in Italy, 
and of Dr. Sorinai, the director of the mu- 
ge um.

should leave them in her possession until 
her death before availing himself of his 
ownership to bring them to America to dis- 
play in the Metropolitan Museum of Art in 
Now York. But this report likewise proved 
without foundation. 

Lady Layard was a rich woman, being a 
sister of Lord Wimborne and one of the 
heiresses of old Sir Josiah Guest, owner of 
the great Dowlais fron works in Glamorgan- 
shire.

VOICE OF THE PT PII. 
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AS TO THE “WET AND DRY” MAP, 


Chicago, May 6.—([{ Editor of The Tribune.] 
—Mr. Halle, secretary of the National Liquor 
league, hae criticised through the pubilc 
prese statements we issued regarding the wet 
and dry maps and the number of states 
having in the aggregate fewer saloons than 
the city of Chicago. 

The white part of the map represents the 
territory in which the saloon has been gut- 
lawed by vote of the people. It is true that 
the Mquor interests foment constant vfola - 
tions of liquor regulations, but nevertheless, 
the maps represent che sentiment of the peo- 
ple as expressed in law, and the people are 
learning how to secure the enforcement of 
the law. In this state fines for the violation 
of the township local option law aggregate 
over $200,000, and the jail sentences Imposed 
aggregate over 21,000 days. 

Regarding the number of states having 
fewer saloons than Chicago, Mr. Halle, in 
his list, failed to enumerate the eight pro- 
hibition states in which there re no sa- 
loons, and he compiled his Ust on the basis 
of government licenses rather than on the 
basis of saloon licenses, except in the city 
of Chicago, where he took the saloon lMcenses 
alone. For instance, there are over 12,000 
government licenses in the city of Chicago, 
while there are 7,152 saloon licenses, Every 
drug store and liquor dealer, legitimate and 
illegitimate, has a government license, Our 
statement is correct. There are thirtywo 
entire states with fewer salons than in 
Chicago alone. 

Mr. Halle's statement that notwithstanding 
the outlawing of the saloon the consumption 
per capita has increased, is not confirmed by 
the government reports. The last matement 
issued by the government shows a per cap- 
ita consumption of 21.98 galiona which fs 
S of a gallon less than the reports showed 
in 1907, notwithstanding the constant in- 
crease of population in the cities. 

Mr. Halle is welcome to all the consola- 
tion he can get out of our study of the 
wet and dry maps and the statements of a 
church body at a time when the workings of 
the local option laws were not fully under 
stood. The churches are growing in power 
and in influence, and the Anti-Saloon league 
1 growing with them. The Hauor power 
is fast diminishing and its days are nam- 
bered. The American people are not going

FTEN the idea of city planning conveys 
only the idea of new streets, civic 
centers, and the like, whereas city planning 
includes all regulations by governmental au- 
thority, concerning streets, and buildings. 
Little has been done by direct action in 
the United States to regulate buildings. In- 
directly, the heights of buildings have to 
some degree been regulated by laws govern- 
ing character of construction and protection 
against fire. Thus in the city of New York 


a tenement house may not be more than six 


stories high without being fireproof, and if 
of that height it must have certain fireproof 
features. 

I am told that here in Chicago a tenement 
house may not be over three stories high 
without being fireproof, which accounts for 
the pleasing appearance of many of the 
streets lined with. attractive three story 


tenement houses. 
— 


E have allowed men to use their 
land as seemed good to them, re- 


gardiess of the effect of that use on the 


property of their neighbors and on the 
general welfare of the community. Be- 
fore the invention of the elevator and 
the steel frame, buildings were rarely 
too high, but in the last thirty years we 
have seen a dreadful destruction of value 
because of the failure to protect property 
owners from the injury they suffer by the 
erection of unsuitable buildings by neigh- 
bors. 

This fact has been brought home to me 
by the duties of my official position. As 
president of the board of tax commis- 
sioners of New York I am required. to 
pass on applications for the reduction of 
the assessed valuation of real estate. Dur- 
ins the last six years I probably have 
passed on 50,000 such applications, and 
have thus become familiar with the great 
variety of reasons for such requests. 

One of the common reasons for the 
request to reduce an assessment is the 
shutting off of proper light and air by 
the erection of adjacent buildings.

Those land values 
have been, concentrated: in a,comparatively 
small area. 

It is too late to do what ought to have 
been done for the crowded part of the city 
in the borough of Manhattan, but it is not 
too late to save part at least of the outlying 
boroughs of the city from a like fate. I 
hope we may have the assistance of the 
more enlightened real estate owners, who 
should aid us, if merely for their own self - 
interest. 

It is obvious that if we permit six story 
tenement houses, covering 70 per cent of 
the lots, to be created in Queens, it will take 
a great many million people to create a de- 
mand for 129 square miles of territory.. A 
few men will reap fortunes. The majority 
of the owners of real estate in the borough 
of Queens will wait a great many years be- 
fore they will get enough to pay their taxes. 

I have no specific regulation to propose, 
but let us say the regulations are such that 
half as many people can be crowded together 
on the same spot, and that would be too 
many; still a demand will exist for twice 
the land area. which certainly will be am ad- 
vantage to more of the owners of real estate 
than to permit Manhattan conditions in that 
territory.
